of Li.- u d r ukii.g-, he old his duty 
fkiihfuiiy and weti. On retu rn in g from 
th. war he went to Mexico and for a 
short p**i ir*d was engaged in business 
In Mti'quir, <Oahuiia. 
This was th e ' 
on y ort an. rn his lung residence —about 
64 years 
in Medina County. 


Mr. Rothe was a man of indomitable 
energy, a;* I beside* his large ranch in­ 
terests was at one time the leading 
merchant of Hondo, disposing of the 
business in 1900. He wa* also a d irect­ 
or ot the Hondo S tate Bank from its 
organization, and for a 
num ber of 
years served as president of the bank, 
retiring some three years ago on ac­ 
count of the pressure of his private 
Business. 
On June 31, 1874, he was married to 
Mu-A Anna Reinhart, who, beside* six 
sons and five daughters, survive him. 
The children are: 
Louis F. Rothe of 
Hondo, Mrs. Hattie Dulling of A sher­ 
ton. Mrs Annie Herweck of San An­ 
tonio. Arnold A. Rothe of Hondo, Lieu­ 
tenant J. Roland Rothe of Kelly Field, 
San Antonio, Dr. H. IL Rothe of Moul­ 
trie, Georgia, Mrs. 
Helen Miller of 
Hondo, Lieutenant Hana IL Rothe of 
Fort Bliss, Texas, Miss Joanna, Elmer 
and Miss Ruth, all of Hondo. 
The achievements of Mr. Rothe should 
be an incentive to the young men of 
today, who without pecuniary prestige 
have to face the battles of life. He be­ 
gun life in abject poverty but by strict 
attention to business he succeeded in 
amassing a snug fortune and no one 
ever accused him of gaining a dollar 
tim t was not justly his. 
But perhaps 
his family and friends are more proud 
of tile spotless record he left behind 
him, than they are of the accumulation 
that a lite time of industry enabled 
him to leave. O pportunities to day are 
as favorable, if not more so, then when 
he started out, and by em ulating his 
example they can attain the sam e suc­ 
cess that crowned his efforts. 
But Mr, Ruthe did not devote his en­ 
tire effort to making life a success in 
merely a business way. Only few of the 
people of Hondo who m et this quiet, 
unobtrusive gentlem an on our streets 
daily knew that he had devoted all of 
ins spare time to study and he was one 
of the best posted men in the current 
history of the w orld in W est T exas a t 
the time of his demise. 
The body was brought home on the 
Tuesday evening a train and the funeral 
occured troni bis residence at 3:80 Wed­ 
nesday afternoon, April 3rd. Religious 
services were conducted at the home 
by Rev. A. Falkenberg, pastor of the 
Lutheran Church, afte r which the M a­ 
sonic fraternity, of which he had long 
peen a member, took charge of the re ­ 
mains and gave them a ritualistic bu­ 
rial in Woodlawn C em etery, one of the 
largest assem blages of people ever
